He knew 
what he had to do; he planned his 
goute and stuck to it; he flew across 
Essen and back, dropping bombs on 
the works; and he returned to the

If one avia- 
for can fly so far without injury and 
de so much harm to the enemy by 
Cropping a few bombs on the most 
dHnportant spot in Germany, it is dif- 
fievlt to set limits to what might be 
achieved by a few-tlozens of such 
men. It sees altogether likely just 
wow that Gallois will have = scores, 
perhaps hundreds, of ambitious imi- 
fators, many of whom will lose their 
lives, but some of whom will succeed. 
}y should be borne in mind that to put 
the Krupp gun-making and munition- 
waking establishment out of business 
would go far to paralyze the military 
activity and destroy the military ef- 
ficiency of the German empire. 

For some time past there has been 
di veloping a disposition among mili- 
fary and naval experts ta institute 
comparisons or contrasts between the 
future of the airplane and that of the 
sybmarine, In a recent public ad- 
dress, Secretary Baker of the War 
Department of the United States 
made the announcement that “Amer 
jean skill and ingenuity, American 
scientific knowledge, and the inex- 
haustible resources of supplies shall 
all be drawn tpon, and we shall con 
tribute to the unquestionable suprem- 
acy of the air,” so that the efficiency 
of military operations may be main 
tained. Some months ago Admiral 
lerry, of North Pole fame, suggested 
that small but swift seaplanes might 
be used effectively as destroyers of 
submarines by housing them on a 
“mother” warship, from whose deck 
they might make short but  swilt 
flights to search for submarines and 
érop bombs on them with fatal ef- 
fect, even when submerged. As both 
the airplane and the submarine are 
recent entrants into the field of war- 
fare, it will be increasingly interest- 
ing to wateh their future evolution, 
respectively, Toronto Globe.

Foe Lines Faster 


Why Advances of British’ Are For 
Small Distances 


“Why is it after British forces have 
broken the German lines, as at 
Bullecourt, Messines or Vimy Ridge, 
they don’t push on through?” 

One of England's foremost strate- 
ts was asked this question. Here 
is his answer: 

“The whole process of this war is 
a matter of lines of communication. 
The reason the British offensive 
seems to nibble a bit of the Hinden- 
burg line in the north and then 
Strike a few days later far to the 
south, is the vital necessity of es- 
tablishing communicating lines and 
of consolidating positions. 

“When the British move 
after a terrible artillery preparation 
which has left little of the enemy 
trenches but powder and corpses, 
they don’t find many Germans there 
—-not live ones at least. The Ger- 
mans know a day or so in advance 
when a big push is coming. They 
can’t help it. They fall back _ to 
their reserve lines in the rear, and 
consolidate their guns and men, 
ready for a counter-attack. 

“The way to stop. this counter- 
attack and hold the advantage we 
have won is to rush up our heavy 
guns and be ready to cut them to 
pieces when they try to ‘come | 

“IT have seen 45 miles of — rai y 
laid in three days. Our engineers at 
the front work night and day and 
this is largely why, when we once 
get hold of a piece of the Hindenburg 
line, we hold on to it. Bulldog ten- 
acity, the papers call it, but it’s 
military knowledge and 
just as much. 

“Furthermore, when the Germans 
feel sure that a certain spot at which 


the British have been hammering is} 


about to be attacked, they rush their 
reserves and guns over to back up 
that particular sector. hat is the 
time for us to strike somewhere else 
while they are using all their energy 
to stop us at another point,” 


Cossacks In Revolution 


How They Routed Petrograd Police 
in the Znamenskaya Place 


The aid given by the Cossacks to 
the Russian revolution is described 
in the New Republic in a diary writ- 
ten by an American who was present 
during the revolution and to whom 
an eyewitness told the following: 

“The Znamenskaya place was full 
of people,” he said, “orators every- 
where, especially around the statue 
in the centre of the square, and a 
company of Cossacks riding around 
and around the trowd. I was on the 
outskirts, near the Newski, opposite 
the Goncharnaya. I looked up the 
Newski. Suddenly there was a shot 
behind me, close to me. 1 looked 
around and saw a man’s arm = and 
hand holding a smoking revolver 
straight up into the air, and then I 
saw a troop of mounted police issue 
from the Goncharnaya with naked 
sabers and charge at the crowd, Sud- 
denly a shot came from the Cossacks 
who were on my right, and the lead- 
er of ‘the police fell down from his 
horse. The Cossacks yelled and 
charged the police, hacking and 
swinging their whips. The police 
broke and fled. Then,” he said, “you 
should have scen the crowd. People 
kissed and liugged the Cossacks, 
climbing up on the horses to reach 
them, Others kissed and embraced 
the horses, the Cossacks’ boots, stir- 
rups, saddles. They were given cig 
arettes, money, cigar cases gloves, 
anything and everything.” His eyes 
were full of tears. “(io home,” he said 
“quick; there'll be war in the city to- 
night.” 


Canada’s Nationhood

countries admit that 
acts perpetrated during a state of 
war and which are not technically 
‘acts of war’ may be punished by the 
ordinary civil courts or the military 
courts, whether they are crimes or 
mere offenses. In fact, the ‘German 
manual of laws of war’ mentions & 
considerable number of prohibitions 
as, for instance, those regarding the 
employment of certain weapons and 
the killing of wounded soldiers. 

“Whoever should viclate those 
prescriptions,’ the manual says, ‘shall 
be responsible to his country. If 
he is taken prisoner, military penal- 
ties could be applied to him.’ 

“The same principle is stated in in- 
structions of the United States of 
1863, which form a wonderful code 
of human principles. 

“These instructions say that 
crimes committed in time of war 
way be punished according to ordi- 
nary penal laws, not only by the 
army to which the criminals belong, 
but also by the army by which they 
are captured. 

“Under the circumstances it is ob- 

vious,” the minister continued, “that 
Germans who have killed, have stol- 
en, have set fire to buildings without 
necessities of war, may be judged by 
the courts of the allied armics and 
allied countries. Some applications 
of this principle have already been 
made. If the guilty fall into our 
hands we must not hesitate; we are 
obliged to judge him, but let us not 
judge contumacious enemy officers 
or soldiers, as there is a chance that 
we shall not be able to execute the 
sentence. 
‘yen when we have the guilty 
man in our hands there are difficul- 
ties in obtaining evidence against 
him, and if he argues, as he certain- 
ly will, that he acted only by order, 
what can we answer if we wish tou 
remain just and fair, I am of the 
opinion, that, in these questions 
lawyers and magistrates will have to 
apply strictly the principles of inter- 
national law. If this application of 
justice is not sufficient—and, unfor- 
tunately, I fear that such may be the 
case—competcnt authorities should 
take other measures to give satisfac- 
tion to public opinion in regard to 
German atrocities. 

“What may these measures be? 
There are, first, reprisals; there is 
another solution, the consequences of 
the third paragraph of The Hague 
convention, which was proposed by 
German delegates and which reads 
as follows: “The belligerent whe 
should violate the dispositions of 
the convention shall eventually have 
to indemnify the people he has rob- 
bed. He shall be held responsible 
for all acts done by persons belong-
